gratulation being: received now 
from 


the men who served In the field would 
com ince any fair-miaded person that 
whoever attempts to smirch my rec- 
ord never saw service in tho field or 
saielled burned powder. They should 
.isk the men who served under me for 
reliable information. If there is a 
pan of my life's history that I am 
proud to to leave as a heritage to m> 
children it js niy war record."

completed, the chemical, agricultural, 
wines and spirits and earthen and glass 
ware schedules. All of the rates which 
iiave been decided upon are subject to 
change before the committee finishes 
the bill, but most of them probably 
will remain as they have been fixed in 
the first draft of the bill. 


The meeting Thursday was the most 


important ef the series, for Jt resulted 
in the 
framing of the 
agricultural 


schedule, which was made a re-enact- 
ment of the McKinley lav.- with but few

The most important step in connec- 


tion with this schedule was the estab- 
ishment of rates of $5 a head on cattle 
more than one year old, and of 23 per 
cent ad valorem on cattle valued at 
more than S20 a head. 


The McKinley rates on other live 


stock, including the rate of $2 on cattle 
of one year old or less are restored. 


The Wilson rates were 20 per cent 


sd valorem on live stock ,and while 
the new duty of $-", on cattle does, not 
reach the McKinley figure of $10 on 
cattle more than one year old. It is 
expected that with the ad valorem on 
he more valuable grades, it will prove 
adequate to shut out Mexican cattle. 
t is against the Mexican stock that the 
ucrease is particularly directed. 


Much interest 
centered on barley, 


which the committee puts back to the 
tfcKinley duty of 30 cents a bushel, 
because the formers contended that 
the Wilson tariff had turned over the 
market into the hands of the Cana- 
dians, while the malsters who have 
been using Canadian barley have made 
a hard fight against any increase.

Dr. Stoker wan led to 
believe lhat the oxygen cure might be 
applied to uicers, burns and wounds of 
a similar nature, ai.d on bis return to 
this country he wade heveral experi- 
ments oil such ca&es, and the more he 
saw of it the firmer was his belief in his 
discovery. Bacteriaconaistof two lauds

those necessary to the system, in order 
that the mechanism of tho body may be 
carried on satisfactorily. Before the dis- 
covery of antiseptic surgery the risk 
which was run wheiever a raw surface 
was exposed to the air was enormous, 
but with the introduction of antiseptics 
into tLo treatment the danger was re- 
duced to a minimnm. lodoform has al- 
ways been the special medium for use 
in the case of ulcers, and it is not a 
pleasant one, but it tended to hold the 
bacteria at bay. Now, however, it has 
been noticed that in oases where oxygtui 
has beeu applied nud where the wound 
is healing the progress was marked ny 
the presence of common organisms and 
that if a relapse occurred the bacteria 
disappeared, so that one is led to the 
conclusion that, a certain nninhpr of 
these living organisms are necessaiy lu 
the formation of new and healthy flesh.

Not cue of 
the least of the virtues of the oxygen ia 
its duodonzing power. It has also beeu 
tried on cases of baldness, with the re- 
sult that the hair grow rapidly and in a 
short time \vu>» in u uormal condition. 
To what length the curative properties 
of oxygen may bo carried remains to be 
proved, but it bag at least one advan- 
tage, that of extreme economy, for, be- 
yond the cost of the oxygen, winch, it 
is said, comes to about 2Ja pence for 24 
hours, there-4!-; no expense for dressings 
or medicines.— British Sanitary Record.

was quite fas)u...«ubi«j among women of 
tiigh rank iu Greece. In the middle age» 
it was an emhlem of rank in the church. 
Umbrellas were carried over cartliualfi 
and bishops in solemn processions, anil 
all of the largt^ cathedrals owned one or 
more umbrellas thut were kept for use 
ou such occasions. 


Tho Chinese adopted the umbrella at 


a very early period in their history, aud 
for many ceutnries were the only people 
that did nut confine its use to the king 
and princes of the blood. However, they 
peraitted only men of «»alth autl Iiigh 
position to carry them. Tho couuuou 
people protected themselves, front th<« 
elements by making their hats broad 
and umbrella shaped.; 


From the time that they established 


their empire the Japanese have made 
muck use of the umbrella. It is also 
used thronghont India, bnt it is :i mark 
of rank in Banna and Siaiu. Ono of 
the titles of the king of Bnrnia is Lord 
of the Twenty-fonr Umbrellas. He use* 
white silk nmbrellas, and no other per- 
son is permitted to uso a white one, 
Tho princes of the blood each have, as 
a mark of distinction, two gilt um- 
brellas, with handles 10 or 15 feet in 
length. Tue other officers of the state 
have fhut one. 


From early drawings it seems proba- 


ble that the nmlirella was introduced 
into Europe in the fourteenth eentnry, 
bnt it did not come into general use un- 
til about 1700. — Philadelphia l*res£!. 


A New Point In Insurance. 


The ingenuity of some insurance com- 


panies in devising ways and means for 
evading responsibility is equaled by 
nothing on earth. A claim was recently 
made against an accident insurance com- 
pany for indemnity by a physician who 
had met -with an injury in a very pecul- 
iar fashion. He had been ill as the re- 
sult of an accident received some thnv 
previous, bnt •was partly recovered. 
While driving lie was scixed with a 
ipasm, and great exhaustion overcame 
him. He stopped his horso and proceed- 
ed to administer :v hypodermic injection 
of some powerful stimnliiut to which he 
resorted in snob, emergencies. Just as 
be was about to insert the needle his 
horse started. The needle was driven 
deep into tho Cash, inflicting ,1 severe 
and painful injury. He sued for indem- 
nity, he being disabled for 22 weeks. 
The judge dismissed the complaint on 
the ground that tho injury was not 
caused through external violent aud ac- 
cidental means in the intent aud pur- 
pose of the policy. This decision will 
strike the average thinking individual 
as some what; peculiar. If a mishap duo 
to the sudden starting of a horse is not 
an accident, it might to interesting to 
know liow the word could 1» defined.

present who had no interest whatev- 
er in the ease eicept to hear tbe 
court's charge, for since he has been 
holding court in this city Judge 
Hammond has gained the distinction 
of being considered one ot the most 
able judges that ever occupied tbe 
federal bench in this part of tbe 
country. The jurors and court offi- 
cers and spectators waited patiently 
until 3:30 o'clock, when Deputy U S. 
Marshal J. P Shannon called the as- 
semblage to order. For a moment 
all eyes were turned toward tbe door 
through which Judge Baroaond was 
expected to enter, but he did not ap 
pear, and then a deputy district 
clerk announced that he bad a mes- 
sage from the court to the effect that 
the charge had not yet been com- 
pleted and that the mrors should be 
again excused until 9.30 o'clock this 
(Friday) morning. The defendant 
lacked and doubtless was more disap- 
pointed than any other person in the 
courtroom at tbis announcement, 
which meant tbat the time of bis 
great suspense and anxiety were to 
be prolonged by this, another delay 
of IS hours, before be and the jury 
could hear tbe court's views of the 
ca^e on whicb so much ion depends 
Tbe spectators were disappointed.
